T H A T the Ufe of my Inftrument cali’d the * 
Marine Surveyor may yet farther appear,I (hall 
here give fome Experiments I made with it on the 
River Thames , in order to determine the Strength of 
the Tides of Flood and Ebb. Were the fame to be done 
in the Channel, and on the Sea Coafl of Great Britain , 
and mark’d in our Charts, I am humbly of Opinion, 
it would be of no fmall advantage to our Commerce, 
and of confequence a fufficient Recommendation of 
the Marine Surveyor, if that alone were the Ufe of it. 

I am induced the rather to be of this Opinion, in 
regard I am not infenfible of the Dangers on the 
Cafquets, in the Race of Alderney , 6cc. where rapid 
Tides and Currents have occafioned but too many 
to mourn the Lofs of Friends and Fortunes : As I 
dwell in the Neighbourhood of thefe Dangers, I have 
(in manifeft hazard of my Life) furvey’d and taken 
corred Draughts not only of them, but of the In¬ 
lands of Guernfey , Sank, 6Cc. And as I perfuade my 
felf they are as corred, as any Thing that has hither¬ 
to appear’d of this kind, it is my intent to publilh 
them for the Good of the Publick.
